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DETAILED ACTION 

1 Claimsl ,2,7, 1 3, 1 4, 1 9-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ueda (JP 1992-363301) 
and Blixt et al (4,964,915). 

The claims are rejected for the reasons given in the previous Office Action, 
Paper No. 4. 

2. Claims 3,4-6,15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ueda (JP 1992-363301) and Blixt et al (4,964,915) in view of Savina (3,223,544). 

The claims are rejected as set forth in the previous Office Action, Paper No.4. 

3. Claims 8,9-12,and 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ueda (JP 1992-363301) and Blixt et al (4,964,915) as applied to 
claims 1,2,7,13,14,19-21 above, and further in view of Persson et al (WO 9955964). 

The claims are rejected for the reasons advanced in the previous Office Action, 
Paper, No.4. 

4. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are deemed unpersuasive of 
patentability. 

5. It is urged that Ueda does not recognize the improved sizing of furnishes. The 
fact is that irrespective of whether or not Ueda discloses improved sizing or solves a 
different , the fact remains that Ueda shows the claimed sizing composition. Blixt is 
merely cited to evidence the fact that starch as used in Ueda conventionally has the 
claimed amylopectin content. The remaining arguments directed to Savina and Persson 
et al are not convincing for the reasons given in the rejections above. 
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6. The claims 20-27 have been renumbered as 19-26.
